Dan DeQuille has the following 
in a late lesue of the Salt Lake Tri- 
bune:  -Last winter there were 
those who talked of a boom for Ne- 
vada this summer, but itis not at 
all.likely that anything of the kind 
will be seen. Nevada is not yet 
ripe fora boom. Before we can ex- 
pect to see anything like a boom in 


-our people themselves to show 
what can be done withthem. A 
movement must be made for the 
construction of several storage res- 
ervoirs in the Sierras on the head- 
waters of .rivers and Jarge streanis 
and ditehes; other than little ones 
for neighborhood. gse ‘must be 
planned* and constructed. Our 
people 4s yet have not made acom- 
mencement toward utilizing the 
water flowing through the chan- 
nels of the many stréams that bead 
in the Sierras. ‘The Truckee river 
alone affords sufficient water to ir- 
rigate an immense area of land not 
only itamediately along its course,. 
but also far to the northward and 
southward. - Thus- far the , only 
ditches leading from.,the stream 
are those that carry water to lands 
on its borders, as parts of Truckee 
Meadows and some tracts of land 


below Renow  - ~~ =~ , 
Where the Truckee river leaves 
Lake Tahoe it is fifty feet wide, has 
an average depth of five feet, and 
has a velocity of six feet a second. 
This would give a flow of 123,120,- 
000 cubic féet or 923,400,000 gallons 
in twenty-four bours. This alone 
is an immense never-failing body 
of water, for about one bundred 
streams great and smal feed this 
lake, not to mention a great num- 
ber of liviog springs, hot and cold, 
or many that rise from the bottom 
of the lake. After leaving Lake 
‘Tahoe over sixty creeks of all sizes 
fall into the Truckee river before 
it reaches Reno. The more impor- 
tant of these tributaries are all in 
California and of these the follow- 
ing are those affording most water: 
Bear creek, Squaw creek, Silver 
creek, Hard Scrabble creek, Denner 
creek (which carries the surplus 
water of Donner lake), Cold 
stream, Prosser creek, Martis creek 
and the Little Truckee, which en- 
ters the main Truckee at Boca. 
These many large creeks add im- 
mensely to the volume of water 
with which the Truckee begins ite 
course on leaving Lake Tahoe. At 
its head, at the lake, the Truckee is 
6,216 feet above the level of the sea;
